EFFORT MUST BE MADE NOT ONLY BY THE GOVERNMENT 
BUT ALSO AT EVERY SOCIAL LEVEL IN BOTH 
NEIGHBORING COUNTRIES TO BECOME BETTER FRIENDS 
AND BRING ABOUT NORMS OE JUSTICE THAT WILL MAKE 
LIFE ON THE BORDER AS WELL AS IN ALL ASPECTS 
OF OUR RELATIONS TOLERABLE.
